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THE ROUND-UP IN TWIN FALLS 
The round-up ol night clubs and pin ball 
and Blot machines In Twin Falls serves once 
more to demonstrate that Idaho Is a state 
. that likes to kid Itself regarding nil niich op- 
erations. 

Many arc asking why the city hasn't taken 
such action long before now. Others contend 
thnt with numerous cities In Idaho "wide 
open" It sccm.T ridiculous Tor' Twin Falls to 
"go pure." 

Thcro Is more back of all this thoji most 
of tlic people realize. In the flrat place, night 
clubs and pin ball and slot machines nourish 
In Idaho because they are popular with a 
great many people. Consequently pubUc attl- 
~"tude Is wishy-washy on the whole business. 
That is even reflected In our slate laws. 
These laws make a mockery ol our courts, 
coupled with the fact that juries are Inclined 
to spurn convictions. 

■ During the last session of the state legisla- 
ture. It will be recalled, more time wa.^ de- 
voted to argument over liquor controls, night 
clubs and pin ball and slot machines, than 
to any other legislation. It was a political 
sideshow all overdono to the point of making 
our legislators look ridiculous, particularly 
When the fub-bub ended with little or noth- 
ing done about those things over which they 
appeared to be so concerned. 

To placate the Allied Civic Forces, the legis- 
lators put on a real act. but when the curtain 
went down everyone recognized their pres- 
entation as being the same old farce. 

In recent years, because of loopholes in 
Idaho law, many so-called night spots have 
operated as "private locker clubs" which have 
amounted to nothing more than saloons. 
Others didn't even make a pretense of cov- 
ering up because they had little fear ol law 
enforcement, or of convictions should at- 
tempts be made to enforce our flimsy laws. 

During the last session of the legislature, 
another "Joker" came out of the hopper. Blot 
machines were to bo operated only in private 
clubs and such operators were required to 
pay license fees to some established charity. 
Policing such a set-up obviously Is out of tho 
question. Any dummy could figure out a way 
to ignore the regulation. 

It Is not for us to decide what the people 
should do regarding all such operations, but 
we do contend that under tho present set-up 
they are only kidding themselves. Our leRls- 
Jators continue their sham, the public more 
or less winks at the whole business, and our 
Jaw enforcement agencies arc put behind tho 
eight ball. In addition to being stymied, they 
arc blamed for conditions over which they 
have little control. 

For this reason, we may expect nothing 
permanent to result from the round-up Just 
made In Twin Falls. But It will demonstrate 
onc8 more that tho whole business la a Joke. 

Without all this hypocrisy a solution would 
be simple. If it Is the people's wish that liquor 
should bo sold "only through the state stores, 
let the laws establish that fact clearly and 
enforcement would follow. If public opinion 
has a tendency to countenance night clubs 
and such, let these places of business be li- 
censed legally so their operatloiu can bo con- 
trolled. 

Wo may criticize the state ot Nevada for 
legalizing all such things but at least it can 
bo said lor tho people of that statfl that they 
are not flying false colors.

The peach growers ot this vicinity have a 
real problem which w6 believe should be call- 
ed to the public's attention for whatever 
asslatanco the people can give them. 

This year's peach crop, now being harvest- 
ed, is one ol the largest the growcra have had 
la years, and the fruit u of an exceptional 
quality. 

! Dlspoiing or this crop, however, has tho 
producers seriously worried, and unless a 
greater market can be found Immediately, 
there Is real danger of thousands of bushels 
of peaches going to waste. 

Housewives In this vicinity and elsewhere, 
the local growero point out, are hesitating to 
can a normal supply of fruit because of the 
ahortage of sugar. 

The orchardlsta .explain, hoij-ever, that 
peaches can be canned successlully without 
sugar, with sweetening to be added at tho 
time of consumption. Because this season's 
peaches are exceptionally good, tho growers 
auggast that housewives put up the usual 
amount even though they do not have suffi- 
cient sugar at present. 
■ That suggestion should be well taken by 
every fa m ily In Magic Valley. It would be a 
shnme to allow good peaches to go to waste 
now when next year, lor some reason or 
other, fruit of equal quaUty might not bo 
arallable. And to can as many peaches as 
poBfllblo tho way tho growem suggest would 
be a great help In getting them out of their 
predicament.

FTankiy wo. have no way of telling 
since prices are closely regulated and probably will 
conllnUB to be tor some lime. Restrictions will not be 
lifted at once — rather, la our opinion, they will be 
gradually softened. 

"HuKC fliwis of money liavo been dissipated In shot 
and shell and In vast military preparations. They 
were worth It as they brought us to the tlireshhold 
of Tlctory. The world Is not Impoverished by any 
means. Tho nations must l« fed. Already Europe 
is co'lng out tor food and humanity will not be deaf 
to Die cry. 

"Ilencc, wo do not view the future with alarm. 
There will bo periods when a tew too many cattle 
will show up an& dlaeoimts will have to be conceded 
In order to move the supply.
